ENERAL APPKAL to JEWS and CHRISTIANS ia 
AID of FUNDS for BUILDING a NORTH LONDON 
SYNAGOGUE. —The Jewish inhabitants of North London are at 
present looking forward with anxious expectation to the promised 
erection of a place of worship worthy of their faith, which, strange 
to say, we do not yet possess, though [slington contains some 
300 Jew'sh families, and others of our persuasion are daily 
coming hither to reside. It iseertainlyymost remarkable that m 
this age of progress the Jewish community of North London should 
have remained so long without @ synagogue. | 

The effects of this ceprivatiqadomoteoncern the Jews only, but 
all who are interested in their moral welfare, or in the sanitary pro- 
gress and the public credit of the metropolis. 

It is well known tnatlarge numbers of the working orders of 
Jews in London are.crowded in-unsightly, unwholesome, demoraliz- 
ing localities. But few of theig fellow-citizens give therm credit for 
the principal cause of this unfavourable state of things—the neces- 
sity to live near their city sy@agogues. Let them only have a 
suitable place of worship in a More: district, and the. city 
will soon be released of a large.proportion of the Jews who now 
press within and about it. All enlightened persons must heartily 
desire to see this change effected, and the Jews of North London 
furnished with that best of all privileges, a consecrated place set 
apart for the worship of the Blost High, where the rich and the 
poor of one faith may meet together for prayer and praise, and 
ibe devont study of the Scriptures. 

A Provisional Committee igat present actively engaged in raising 


fomilies in Islington have already promised to contribute annually 
to the expense of the religiows services, so that there is no doubt 
whatever of the thorough suceess of the undertaking after the Syna- 
gogue is built. But, numeroas as the Jews of Islington are, they 
are not wealthy, and they ate not able to raise @ sufficient fund for 
the purpose, considering thag the object in view is to build a Syna- 
gogue large enough to provide at once for the present ‘and future 

religious wants of this exten$ive district, and be at the same tme 
attractive and creditable to the whole Jewish community. There- 
fore, the Committee appeal not alone to Jews, but to C hristian 

friends, neighbours, and fellow-citizens, confident in their good 

will towards us, of which we have so many proofs. And if any say, 
“ Why do you presume to ask-Christians for assistance to raise a 

building for Jewish worship?’ . we are proud to reply, ** Because 

we recognise eae with you the golden rule, ‘Do unto others as 

ve would they should do tin you ;' and have striven to act on that 
rule.” 

We desire not to boast, bait is well known that members of our 
persuasion have liberally ggsisted to erect and support Christian 
churches, and have ,united With Christians in almost ¢very public 
scheme of benevolence that#the present age has brought forth. 
Members,equally with you ef this gceat metropolitan commonwealth 
we do not confine our sympathies to our own race and creed, but 
share equally with you ail cares and toils, and sacrifices, for the 
public good. And thatwhich we now solicit we venture to say is 
forthe benefit of the metropolis at large, which must$saffer in 

some of its real interesig, while large numbers of our people are 
permitted to crowd, as they do, in close city lanes and alleys because, 
as we have said, there js no synagogue for them in this raw L 
open district, where there is abundant room for their comfortable 
settlement. in 

Nor is it for the good @f séciety in general that large aumbers of 
our brethren should be deprived of the only religious iniuence which 
they can receive. Hum@n character is always advancing or retro- 
grading : nothing im thi life stands still ; and, where there is no 
privilege of Divine worship—no pious teaching, or devout aspira- 
tions—the heart hardens the mind is darkened, and good 
principles decay. 

Besides, we and you have one common: basis for fai Law 
and the Propheis,—whieh we have preserved, and handed down 
trom age to age. We rear no Pagan temples among you-no 
infidel place of assembly ;{but a holy ark of refuge—a sacred meroy- 
seat,—where the worldly @mong us may seek for parden, and the 

tossed find peace, 

We might speak to ‘you with the voices of the past—we might 
say, here is a remnant of the’race of the Patriarchs, of Moses 
and of David—a remmant of those who raised the Temple of 
Jerusalem ; now dwellers in the greatest city in the world, among 
the most enlightened people on the earth, under the rule of a 
beloved and and benign sovereign, they yet are unable to build for 
themselves @ house Of public prayer, which they are most anxious 
to commence without futher delay. 

Will Christian friends*streteh forth a}hand to help us ? Then, not 
only will they receive our lasting gratitude, but in this new syna- 
gogue, for which we shall be 
shall be fervently offered for our benefactors, which we trust will

THE JEWS OF PERSIA. ) 

— Dr, J. E. Polak, who resided nive years in Persia as 
fessor of the medical school, and also as special 
‘physician to the Shab, gave to the ‘' Neuzeit,” of 
Vienna, some curious information on the Jews of that 
country, on the occasion of the publication of the letter 
from Hamadan which we copied some time ago from 


“ Hemadan, the ancient Ecbatana, the summer resi- 
dence of the royal family, sitoated at the foot of the 
mountains of Elwand, is in summer one of the most 

t cities of the country. Numerous springs water 
the valley and the vine flourishes oo the hill-side. The 
preparation of wine is forbidden to the Mussulmans, bat 

itted to Christians and Jews if they pay the tac. 

city, th~ climate of which is very severe in winter, 
on sccount-of its high situation, above 5,000 feet over 
the level of the sea, lies at the junction of the caravan 
roads which leads to Bagdad and the holy place of pil- 
grimage—Kerbelah ; it is consequently annually visited 
by thourands of pilgrims. Through this place are also’ 
seen passing all funeral processions which have been 
privileged to touch the holy sepulchre of the Imam | 
at Kerbelab. Whole quarters lie in ruin; but ancient 
vestiges of splendour and grandeur are stiil discerned. 
To the east of the city is found a hill—Mussala, levelled 
by artificial means; it is there, a learned Jew assured 
me, where Ahasuerus caused tents to be pitched to receive 
and feast the grandees of the kingdom, extending from 
India to Ethiopia. At a short distance from it lies the 
village of Shwerin and the castle of the same name, the 
principal seat of the chief of the tribe from the race of 
the Karaguslu. The castle is surrounded by thick walls 
furnished with battlements. 

“The inhabitants of the city are mostly Persians, in 


also there emall communities of Jews and Armenians. 
The environs of the city are inbabited exclusively by 
Tarks and Tartars of the race of Karaguslo. They live 
atcording to the patriarchal system of the tribes, under 
the influence and jorisdiction of theirnativechief. The 
name of the present chief is Mahmud-Khan, ex-ambas- 
sador to the courts of St. Petersburg and London. The 
inhabitants are principally engaged in the dressing of 
Cordovan leather, the fine quality of which is ascribed 
to the watersofthe Elwand. Aasother source of wealth 
is yielded in the spring by searches in the groond and 
water; the mould, the fields, and the rubbish in the 
honses are raked ur in order tofind the particles of gold 
which they coctain ; the sand in the various watercourses 
too is sifted in order to gather the gold dost which they 
carry. This work is chaged with an impost of about 
one shilling, and an indemnification to the proprictors 


“* The Jewish colony (Jahud, Beni-Israel) lives in a 
special quarter in the midst of the city; the houses are 
low, according to the custom of the country ; most of 
the streets are narrow ; the doors very low eo that one 
cannot pass through them without much stooping. These 
jow entrances are accounted for by the ease with which 
they may be defended or barricaded in case of a sudden 
attack.

‘They, moreover, are the masons, locksmiths, 
teilors and shoemakers of tha city. Many among them 
are much sought after as physicians, studying the Arabic, 
works of Avicenna, likewise buried at Hamadan. They 
live under great oppression, because they are considered 
as without the law. ‘The taxes fixed by the law, it is 
true, are tolerable, even the impost they, as non Maho- 
metans, have to pay for the permission to reside there is | 
not onerous. Nevertheless the caprices of the governor 
end the horde of his subordinates weigh heavily upon 
‘hem. Every pretext is used to plunder them with im 
punity, for there is no person to whom they dare com- 
plain of the oppression to which the governor is a party 
und of which he at the same time is the jadze. 

“Ta accordance with the ancient organisation of the 


nead of every province. This office is the much coveted 
prize of sll princes, even as formerly among the Romans 
the proconsulate, and among the Turks of our days a pa. 
sLalik ; for from political reasons they are rarely admitted 
'o other functions, and these appointments they obtain 
by intrigues and enormous expense. When a provincial 
chief is appointed he throws himself upon his province 
in order to press it down and extort from it in the shape 
of imposts as much revenue as possible, for he must 
make his forcune within the short space ofa year. 
Upon whom is he to fall? On the Jews, who may 
be persecuted with impunity ; while most of the inbabi- 
‘ants are protected by the tribal chiefs. It is only the 
free mam who respects man; the slave will aiways seek 
to torment him whom he believes below him and de- 
prived of protection. Thus the Shah who is submissive 
to foreign powers makes his ministers fee] his power; 
they oppress the governors, who in their turn oppress 
the slaves and the rayet (peasantry), and all of them 
throw themselves upon the Jews. Under all imaginabie 
pretences fines are imposed, and every real or imaginary 
ciime of an individual is a:tributed to the whole com 
munity and punished accordingly. Thus the Jews are 
permitted to seek for gold ; but on a sudden the governor 
bas scruples because the fields have been dug up and 
laid waste, bringing on famine, and straightway the 


Being at feud with the govern- 
ment they surround themselves with the outcast of 
society, brigands and robbers, to whom they abandon 
as a prey everything that comes in their way, before 
all the Jews, harmless beings, and not protected by the 
law.

The European not asquainted with 
these circumstances, when he first sees this game of some 
blackguards, isseized with astonishment that an adult 
should flee before a few boys without even making a 
remonstrance. He does not know that in case of resist- 
once a riot would take place, which would endanger not 
only the life of him that should resist, but also that of 
the whole community. It is a chief characteristic of the | 
Jew and almost of every Shemite more to bear in mind 
his race and family than bis person, and consequently 
he always thinks of the consequences to his brethren 
that migst ensue from any of his actions. Flight might 
protect him from the consequences of his resistance, but 
then his family would remain behind as a hostage. 
“Nor can a Jew appeal to the law; it is morally 
certain that a Mahometan woold testify against him, 
while neither his own evidence nor that of his witnesses 
would be believed. In case of assassination the murderer, 
according to the law of the Koran, may be ransomed by 
a certain sum of money should the family of the slain 
accept thereof. But in most cases the family demands 
the surrender of the criminal, carries the corpse to the 
door of the house of the governor, and does not rest 
until the murderer has been delivered into its hands, 
when the nearest relative of the deceased puts him to 
death either by stoning or strangling. It is neverthe 
ess a fact that under the influence of certain circam- 
Itances this right is dered to the Jews, and that the life 
sf a believer is not sacrificed for them, I owe to truth 
to add that while I was in Persia there was no case of 
assassination, for the Persian has no liking for these 
acts of violence; he prefers gpursuing his object with 
ease and legality. 
‘‘One of the principal causes of the misery of ths 
Jews are the priests and the descendants of prophets— 
the Abullahs and Seides, They are not fanatics but 
they wish to appear as such, which produces worse | 


* The Seides are to be found throughout the whole 
kingdom; their number and their influence are extensive. 
Every transaction with them ‘is dangerous, every invo. 
luntary offence is taken as an outrage and used as a 
pretext for interference. Among the people there is a 
proverb, ‘ The Seide is a jolly fellow repulsed every- 
where ; if he goes on a pilgrimage to Mecca he becomes 
too bad for the devil.’ If by oppression a Jew is 
converted to the Islam, his whole family is despoiled 
for the benefit of the apostate. However, to their credit 
be it said, they very rarely drag their family into mis- 
fortune, and J only know of one such case. Neverthe- 
less, the Damocles sword is always suspended over the 
heads of all the membere of a renegade. It is probable 
that the Christians and Zoroastrians are in the same 
position as the Jews, for they are likewise oppressed ; | 
nevertheless, the conditions of existence are more 
favourable to them. The Armenians enjoy tacitly 
Russian protection, and find a powerful support in the 
numerous coreligionists in the Caucasus and their patri- 
arch, who is at Uetsch Miazin. Moreover, in accordance 
with ihe last peace of Tarkaman Tshai (1829), they 
have permission to emigrate. The Catholic Armenians 
enjoy the protection of the French Embassy. The 
Zoroastrians too can place themselves under English 
protection. The English Embassy, it must be admitted, 
often interposes spontaneously from motives of humanity 
in favour of the Jews, when their situation becomes | 
intolerable. The Shab, however, and his Government 
view with displeasure an interference in internal affairs 
beyond the jurisdiction of a foreign power, and it 
requires the co operation of all the representatives of 
European powers to produce an effect. Moreover, 
Persian justice is too prompt: before an order can 
reach a distart province, the iniquity is already an 
accomplished fact.

DECLINE OF THE INFLUENCE OF THE 
CONVERSIONISTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sir,— You have argoed in your last leader that the 
difficulty which the conversionists find in filling the 
vacancies in their ranks, caused by death, by successors 
equal in social position and intellect to their predeces— 
sors, proves in part the decline of the conversion mania.

to this day endeavour to cram down the throats of the 
entrapped.. I: is avowedly to conciliate the rebels that 
the Clerical Subscription Bill was passed in th: last 
session.. It is a concession wrung from a reluctant 
Church by men of the school of the Essayists and Re- 
viewers. The ‘* Times,” in commenting at the time 
upon this bill, said : 

‘** The agitation which has been for sone time carried 
on has, no doubt, been censiderably aided by the cir- 
cumstance, lamented by so many Bishops, that the 
candidates for Orders have been falling off in intellectual 
capacity and in secial standing. That young men of 
ability from the Universities should be willing to take 
to almost any career rather than that of a clergyman 
shows that there must be some estrangement between 
the Church and those whose opinions will direct the 
country some ten or fifteen years hence, for the dislike 
to take Orders cannot be set down merely to the 
attractions of other walks of life and the rapid gains 
acquired by mercantile pursuits. Numbers of those 
who after being sent to the University with the object 
of taking Orders have abandoned that idea, are now in 
callings which do not produce more emolument than a 
curacy, while they are far below it in social considera- 
tion. To make the taking of Orders consistent with the | 
intellectual convictions of highly educated men is the 
object of the Bill which wat read a second time last 
night,” | 

Surely a period exacting such concessions from the 
Church is not one favourable to conversionist schemes. 
Young men of ability, sufficiently independent in their 
mode of thinking to refase to enter an honourable 
profession with such large prizes, will not be deceived 
by the conversion bubble. |

THE ORIGIN OF THE JEWS IN POLAND.— 
THEIR HISTORY, &c.

“Ts it not in a similar tranner that you are treated 
in the duchy of Posen and in Prussia, where they seek 
to favor you by deceitfal privileges, only to keep you 
quiet, to extort from you the price of your labor and to 
suck from you all your substance, like leeches that 
exhaust the blood of man, and bring him painlessly to 
@ fainting state ? 

** Is your lot different in Galicia under the Pharaohs 
of Vienna? They have promised and granted vow the 
rights of citizenship; therein, assuredly is a cruel 
mockery. 

** You have been honored with thistitle only that you 
may be made more docile slaves like the other inhabitants, 
-who, too, are called citizens. For you know not this 
sacred principle in Austria, that the merit of a citizen 
consists only in being the faithful slave of the Emperor, 
who disposes despotically of his life and fortune. Thus 
is fulfilled in your case, whatis written in your books 
about kings. All that is yours belongs to the Emperor, 
and he disposes of your persons according to his good 
pleasure. Trampling under foot the laws of your 
religion, he designedly selects the most solemn festivals 
and ceremonies to exercise towards you the most 
outrageous violence. For, i6 it not on days consecrated 
to penitence and sorrow, when the assembled people 
addressses to the Eternal in the deepest meditation its 
ardent prayers, that they invade your synagogues, that 
they pentrate into your midst, and they tear from 
you your sons, to incorporate them with the imperial 
cohorts, armed to keep you under the yoke of oppres- 
sion? What, in fine, is your condition under the 
Nebuchadnezzar of the North? Without pretending to 
enumerate all the injustice, all the acts of oppression 
of which you are the victims, we shall confine ourselves 
to call to your mind afew: for human nature revolts at 
the idea of all the robberies committed upon you, of all 
those suits they. bring against you under the pretence of 
checking smuggling, the true object of which is to 
tear from you the fruits of your labor. How often, in 
the darkness of night, have your houses, your shops 
been surrounded by an armed force and surrendered to 
be pillaged like a town taken by assault? justifying 
themselves with the plea.of the bad faith imputed to 
your nation. How many of your merchants have they 
not deprived of both fortune and life ? They threw into 
chains even your women and your old men, and eent 
them to the prisons. They caused to be brought secretly 
into your houses prohibited merchandize, and by this 
infamous stratagem they succeeded in spoiling those 
whose wealth had excited the cupidity of functionaries. 
To justify them in these deeds they imprisoned the 
innocent, and after having causei them to be declared 
guilty they sent them to Siberia. [For a longtime bar- 
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done by spoliation, by espionage, and alleorts of iniquity. 
Your misery was their work. In this great ruin which 
has been effected upon Polish soil, sabdued and enslaved 
by kings, do you then not see what your prophet Samuel 
predicted about them: ‘He willetake your fields, and 
your vineyards and your oliveyards, even the best of 
them, and give them to his servants.

** The Pole, like Judas Maccabeus, tried to break the 
foreign yoke; andif the hand of death weighed him 
down and replunged him for the moment into slavery, 
eternal justice has not abandoned hia, and his brothers 
who survived the wreck shall resuscitate with the 
greater expansion of strength his fallen cause, Other 
people will aid them, for this cause is theirs. 

** Children of Israel, do not isolate yourselves, and 
be not the last to share in the work of regeneration, che- 
rishing sentiments of good will and liberty, and you 
shall find a thousand ways of advancing it. 

“In spite of your uviversal impoverishment, you still 
possess some resources which you can employ for the 
general cause. 

“Every offering, :owever small, becomes great and 
efficacious when it comes from the heart. Your skill 
and forethought shall show you the way to injure the 
When this time comes you will seize 
your arms with a strong hand, and you willnot shrink 
from blood. 

** We have every reason to believe so, for we have 
seen the patriotic offerings and sacrifices of many 
among you during the last trouble. We reckon with 
pride upon friends among the Children of Israel, who, 
ever faithful to the flagof liberty, shall not fail to 
preserve the sincerity and purity of your intentions. 

“They will be near you asthe interpreters of the 
words we now address to you. . 

“Children of Israel, ifany of you manifest hostile 
intentions against us, ask them the reason of itand 
remind them of the words of one of yoor Rabbis: 

*** The sin between God and man will be pardoned 
on the day of atonement, but that between man and man 
shall not be atoned for, without reparation for the 
wrong committed.’ ” 

‘* And when we shall have, through enmity, sinned 
against you, may God not pardon us onthe day of 
judgment. When the day of triumph comes we shall 
settle accounts. Every son of Poland, Israelite as 
well as Christian, shall then present himself to say what 
he shall have done for the common cause—contribated 
to the re-establishment of the country—every service and 
effort will be rigorously weighed in the same balance. 

‘In establishing ourselves upon our native soil, we 
shall assure each other reciprocal liberties, and share 
them between us. Whether they should be established 
in common or separately, they shall decide in general 
as well as separate assemblies. PerlLaps yoo prefer 
a distinct law, perhaps you havea mind to crown 
your wishes by returning to the land of Jacob. In any 
case the Polish nation, impressed with the justice of your 
desires, wil! be eager to give you all the aid it can in 
accomplishing them Raise today your prayers ard 
unite them to ours, that God may make the nation's cause 
viotorious. | 

‘The hour of deliverance shall soon strike. There 
is not an instant to lose. Without further delay work 
with us. * He who watebes the wiod shall not sow, 
and he who watches the clouds shail not reap.” 

Doubtless, those who will read the proclamation 
withont knowing its author—without estimating the 
prejudices of Polish gentlemen, will find it very weak 
and pretentious. 

They will be astonished that the Polish refugees 
should speak to their bro:hers of another faith, of the 
new Kingdom of Jerusalem, instead of calling them to 
become citizens, children of the same country. 

They will not in the least understand the glorifica- 
tion of the government io which M. Lelewel shared. 
But, notwithstanding all his littleness, and though the 
appeal did not suffice for the importance of the question, 
the act of the proclamation was by its mere existence 
anevent. It was the firet time that a respectable num- 
‘ber of Poles promised the Israelites a better future. It 
was the victory of ideas of the nineteenth century over 
the prejudices of the middle ages. It was acry that 
found an echo in Germany, and that spread to the banks 
of the Vistula. Henceforth the cause of the Israelites 
found its defenders, and not adversaries only.

THE LATE ANNUAL MEETING OF: THE |: 
CONVERSIONISTS. 
[SIXTH AND CONCLUDING ARTICLE. | 

In answering the question why we combat a society 
the result of whose operations is next to nothing, we are 
afraid we shall disappoint our readers. Not because the 
reasons we have to state are unsatisfactory, but because 

they lack the attraction of novelty. What we have to 
state on this head has been stated before. But we believe 
there is a grea: deal of force and truth in the remark 
made by the late O’Connel, who is reported to have said, 
*T repeat and repeat my arguments until they are returned 
to me onall sides by the echo.” While the conversionists 
do not tire year after year to urge their exploded fallacies 
we mest not shrink from reiterating as often what we have 
to reply on the same subject. We will, therefore, briefly 
recapitulate the arguments brought forward in former 
years. 

We combat the Conversion Society, in the first place, 
because we are Englishmen. When we look around us 
and see all kinds of wretchedness and destitution, physical, 
social, moral, and spiritual—when we read the heart- 
rending descriptions of unutterable misery, such as is 
hardly known in any other country, we cannot but be 
moved to the deepest compassion for our own fellow 
citizens, and ask ourselves, Is it right that £34,000 
should have been withdrawn last year from the general 

_ benevolent fund raised by the nation in merciful response 
_ to the dtgent calls made to it, all expended in the mere 
working of machinery which long experience has shown 
_ does not produce the desired result? We cannot help 
__, askiog oorselyes how many hospitals and how many alms- 


rhe 


thousand pounds expended by this society during the time 
of its existence in order to convert the handful of Jews 
whose eyes it claims to have opened—how many churches 
might have been builf, how many ragged schools endowed, 
and how many model lodging houses established for this 
sum. Instead ofa few hundred Jews in distant Turkey, 
Arabia, or Abyssinia, myriads of fellow countrymen, as it 
were next-door neighbours, might have been rescued both 
from temporal and eternal misery, from physical and 
spiritual perdition. As Englishmen, we naturally feel 
deeply the responsibility incurred by everyone who can 
see through this sham and delusion and does not protest 
with all his might against this misapplication of funds, 
abstracted from the people’s charity, and who does not by 
every means in his power seek to open the eyes of the 
public to this huge swindle. 

We secondly object to this society and its proceedings 
on the grounds of public morality. Here is a society 
avowedly formed for the purpose of converting the Jews, 
annually spending thousands and thousands of pounds, 
extending its operations over every country sheltering a 
Jewish population, and which has been at work for more 
than two generations. It has an organisation unequalled 
for completeness and extehsion. It is but natural that 
the members of this society should expect results adequate 
to its resources and organisation, especially since for half 
a century at least these members have been assured year 
after year by their leaders, both in their publications and 
speeches, that the structure of Judaism was rotten to the 
core and tottering; that the dry bones were actually 
shaking and the spirit breathed upon them. It is but 
natural that these members, after patiently waiting for 
fifty odd years, should think that the house had been tot- 
tering long enough, and the bones shaking a good while, 
and that there was quite time for the former to fall in and 
the latter to rise up and live. Human nature, after all, 
is human nature, The spirit may be strong, but the flesh is 
weak. However repeatedly these supporters of the society 
may be told that they are not to look to resalts, but to go 
on year after year to spend their money, merely because 
it is written that the Gospel was to be preached to every 
creature, the flesh in the shape of man’s reasoning powers 
yet argues that if it is the Divine will that the Gospel should 
be preached to the Jews it was evidently for, the 
purpose of converting them. But if this result is not 
at all, or at least only inadequately obtained—if after 
fifty-seven years’ preaching the impression produced, 
tested by results as the only practicable standard, is so 
insignificantiy small as to be inappreciable, is this not an 
evident proof that the way of preaching is not pleasing in 
God’s sight, that there must be something radically wrong 
in the method pursued, and that quite a different plan 
should be adopted? Will these reasoning powers, accus- 
tomed to estimate the efficiency of every machinery 


~~ | employed for the attainment of any object by the results 


produced, not argue that since thése are so slender, it 
would be better to apply the means at command in other 
analogous directions equally approved by God and likewise 
enjoined in the Gospel, but in which the effect produced 
is quite commensurate with the funds expended and the 
efforts made ? Will these reasoning powers not urge that 
after all the argument that results in the fulfilment o 
a Gospel command are not to be looked to was only an 
after-thought, resorted to whea experience showed the 
abortiveness of the efforts made; and that if this society 
is really raised by God to gather in the remnant according 
to the election of Grace, this remnant would not invariably 
be drawn from the humbler and ignorant, but occasionally 
also from the more highly raised and better-informed 
classes of the Jewish people ? 


The society, therefore, and its legion of agents must 
feel in their heart of hearts the very unsatisfactory nature 
of the argument with which they seek to allay the general 
discontent at the very time that they urge it, and must 
tremble inwardly for the stability of its machinery should 
ever the oil for lubricating the component parts be 
wanting. Without, therefore, coming to an open under- 
standing in plainly spoken or written words, a common 
interest naturally suggests @ common course. It is but 
natural, under these circumstances, that the agents of the 
society should as much feel disposed to deceive themselves 
—we always imagine that to be true which we wish to be so 
—and perhaps half unconsciously to themselves to invent 
statements, to distort facts, and magnify results, as the 
chiefs, to accept, sanction and propagate them, and thus to 
rear a whole fabric on an unsound, rotten foundation. 
Here we see a most demoralising agent at work. Syste- 
matic falsehood alone seemed to be able to sustain a 
structure resting on a wrong basis, No wonder, therefore, 
that falsehood was resorted to when discovery was beyond 
an easy reach. The misssionary accounts of the conver- 
sions effected among the Jews in distant countries, or at 
‘least the friendly disposition towards missionaries ascribed 
to them, greatly owe their origin to this system, But this 
is not yet all. Situated as these missionaries are, aware 
that, after all that may be said to the contrary, results, 
and results alone, can keep them in their employ, they 
naturally have the most powerful motives for obtaining 
results; and if these cannot be obtained by the preaching 
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quite approved by the same authority. . Accordingiy, 
means are employed by the conversionists which the 
Apostles would have shunned. And in order to disguise 
the immorality of these means they were covered by the 
mantle of Gospel expressions and sanctimonious phrases in 
general. A boy secretly tampered with by missionaries and 
ifstigated to rebel against his parents or natural supe- 
tiors is called a young Nicodemus; the resistance to 
legitimate authorities in order to shield some thoughtless 
youth who plays the truant is piously excused by 
declaring that ‘‘we must obey God more than man,” 
Every expedient save brutal force was sanctioned. But, 
what is still worse, like the fox in the fable, who, having 
lost her tail, made it a point of honour to persuade all 
other foxes to bite off their own, so these missionaries 
and their chiefs, in order not to sink in public estimation, 
were compelled to drag down their supporters to their own 
level. These supporters had to be demoralised in order 
not to perceive the moral turpitude of the means employed. 
And how well, unfortunately, this plan of demoralisation 
has succeeded is quite evident from the approbation with 
which such conversionist agencies as the schools in Pa. 
lestine-place or the “‘ Wanderers’ Home,” &c., are viewed. 
But the demoralisation does not stop here. It also 
extends to those who are the objects of the special cone 
versionist attention. The humbler classes of these, natu- 
rally more exposed to temptations than their wealthier 
brethren, are soon made aware that their souls have a 
certain market value. Can it be wondered at that the 
mercenary and more unscrupulous among them—and in 
what community do these classes not exist ?—should 
coquet with the conversionists, determined to sell their 
religion to the highest bidder, and. at last strike the 
basgain? These conversionist tactics are yet producing 
another demoralising effect upon the Jewish eommunity, 
Formerly this could exercise a salufary control overall idly 
or wickedly disposed poor coreligionists. By withholding 
charity from them it could induce them to work and 
correct them, as the case might be. Now these have 
only to go to the conversionists to be received with open 
arms, to be pampered, represented as saints, and humoured 
and supported in all their perversities; and even when 
from time to time these converts show themselves in their 
true character it is the interest of these conversionists, lest 
they lose the support of their dupes, to keep from the 
public eye the misdeeds of these neophytes. 

These tactics also work mischief in another direction, 
It is known how carefully the Jewish community watches 
over female purity. The deep stigma attached by it to 
illegitimacy, and especially adultery, proved a most salu- 
tary check upon vice and all immoral practices of the kind. 
The dread of becoming outcasts among their own people 
bridled the most licentious among them. The salutary 
check has now, unfortunately, become inoperative. Such 
fallen females, their paramours, and their bastardised 
offspring, ifthey are of Jewish extraction, can at once 
escape all disgrace and all consequences of their misconduct 
by simply adding to vice the crime of perjury. One breach 
of the Ten Commandments atones for the other. The 
conversionists are quite ready to make these bad Jews 
good Christians. The matter is too delicate to be dis- 
cussed more in detail. But those who wish to know more 
on this subject we refer to a publication alluded to on a 
former occasion, entitled ‘‘The Origin, Progress, and 
existing circumstances of the London Society for Promot- 
ing Christianity among the Jews. An Historica! Inquiry. 
By the Rev. H. H. Norris, A.M.,” where they will find 
‘passim mentioned by name anumber of converts of this kind, 
Of course, the career of these converts among the Jewish 
community is kept from the general public by their 
converters. And all this organised system of demoralisa- 
tion arises from the sad necessity of showing results, as 
without these, whatever the professions of the society, 
support would soon be withdrawn. } 

We have now, as briefly as we could, enumerated the 
reasons which induce us year after year to battle with this 
society ; war with Amalek from generation to generation. 
In combatting this society and exposing time after time 
the impracticability of the object proposed, the iniquity of 
the means employed, and the unscrupulousness of the 
proceedings resorted to, we only obey a sacred duty 
imposed upon us by love to our country, the cause of 
morality, and religion in general: We wash our hands 
in innocence. The responsibility rests with those who, 
despite the exposure and our solemn warning, shouli still 
continue to support a society as much demoralising those 
whom it employs as those against whom it employs them 
—as much reprobated by true Christianity as Judaism— 
a disgrace to the former and a plague-spot to the latter. 
Let us conclude by saying that if there existed before a 
chasm between Judaism and Christianity this society has 
widened and deepened it, and transformed it into an abyss 
which, while its members continue their iniquitous opera- 
tions, no bridge can span. A Christianity endeavouring 
to convert the Jew by honourable means, he can respect, — 
if not love. A Christianity approving of the tactics 
employed by the society can only fill him with horror. 
He of course must tolerate it, but be cannot but hate 
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— 
THE ANNIVERSARY OF THE ADMISSION’ 
OF JEWS TO PARLIAMENT. | 
A correspondent, who takes a deep and enlightened 
- interest in all communal matters, calls our attention to the 
- approaching anniversary of the admission of the Jews to 
Parliament, making a few suggestions which he wishes us 
in our own language to bring under public notice. We, 
‘ however, feel that nothing that we could say would be 
more to the point than the brief, simple, lucid, and busi- 
ness-like statement made by our correspondent. We 
accordingly, with some slight alterations, reproduce it, only 
adding that his remarks are but two well founded, and | 
the-partial censure they convey but too well merited. The 
statements made by the writer deserve to produce an im- 
"pression, and we sincerely trust they will do so. Here 
they are :—‘‘On the 26th July, 1858, Baron Roths- 
_ child took his seat in the House of Commons, and voted 
agreeably to the law of the land. ‘To commemorate this 
the Baron presented a scholarship to a public institution 
in London, and the Jews collected a large sum of money 
and gave scholarships to various public institutions, so that 
the great event should be recollected for ever. One of the 
scholarships was given to the Jews’ Free School, Bell 
Lane, with the understanding that the prize was to be 
given on the 26th July in each year, so that the day should 
never be forgotten. ‘The prize day is thereby fixed for 
that day, and cannot be altered. When the piize was 
given the first year there was at the school a large attend-- 
ance of friends of the school and others who had worked 
in the cause ; but as years passed by the attendancce grew 
smaller and smaller, and last year, with the exception of 
the President, some of the honorary officers, the Baroness 
de Rothschild, and a very few ladies, it was a dead 
failure. ‘The committee of the school, further to comme- 
moraie the event, give the children a treat; it is only a 
few buns, but that is about all that can be managed with 
such @ large number of children, and they also provide 
suitable refreshments for the visitors, 

** My reason for writing to you is this : I think that the 

memory of such an important event in the history of the 
Jews of England ought not to die away, but quite the 
contrary. We should recollect that the result to be 
commemorated is not thatof a day, but of two centuries. 
The history of the English Jews commenced, so far as 
the present settlers are concerned, when their fathers 
returned in Cromwell's time, and since then we have been 
striving to obtain the privileges of Englishmen as a 
right, not a favour. At last the English Jew was 
allowed to take his seat in the House. But recollect this 
is conditional; when Parliament meets a resolution must 
be passed allowing the Jew to sit and vote there, and if 
not carried the Jew must leave the House. Therefore 
in the House of Commons he has not yet the full right of 
an Englishman, and the House of Lords he cannot enter 
at all. There is yet much work to be done, and it must 
be done ; therefore the Jew must not sleep, but be up and 
doing. 
“| think the attention of the Jewish community ought 
to be called to the prize day at the Free School and the 
cause of it. The other institutions among us, too, ought 
to do something that the inmates should recollect the day. 
Some treat might be given to the children of the Infant 
and Westminster Schools, Orphan Asylum, and Jews’ 
Hospital. The inmates of the Hand in Hand and Widows’ 
Home Asylum might likewise be treated, and the ob- 
ject of the gift be explained to them. We keep Purim 
and Shevuoth in commemoration of events that occured 
thousands of years ago, and why ought we English Jews 
not to celebrate an event of the modern History of the 
Jews of England? That you may see that there is no 
mistake, I send with this copies of 2 Acts of Parliament 
on the question, and an extract from the “ Times” which 
I made.” 

The extract from the ‘‘ Times” referred to by our cor- 
respondent runs thus :— 

“ Moved by Lord J. Russell and seconded by J.A. Smith, 
that any person professing the Jewish religion may hence- 
forth in taking the oath prescribed in an act of the present 
session of Parliament to entitle him to sit and vote in this 
House omit the words ‘ and I make this declaration upon 
the true faith of a Christian.’

What 
subject matter for the Conversion Society! Pray put 
forth’your pen onthe subject and appeal to the energy of our 
coreligionists. 300 families by a subscription of £5 each 
could raise £1500, and it would afford me great pleasure 
in being one among them.

Six,—This subject is now occupying ® large smount 
of attention in all parts of Earope, and there is no ques- 
tion that alterations and modifications could be made 
with great advantage under ecclesiastical authority, by 
which the time occupied for Divine service on Sabbaths 
and Festivals would be moch curtailed. Amongst a 
variety of ianovations about which there is great differ. 
ence of opinion may be cited the following. Previous 
to giving them in detail, however, I deprecate their 

ion unless a congregation is quite unanimous On 
the matter. In Londonone is continually hearing 
foolish expressions to the effect that, as Dr, Adler bas 
sanctioned very important changes in the Bayewater and 
Portland St. Synagogues, these ought to be thrust upon 
those who attend the Great and other City Synagog ues. 
There cannot be a greater mistake than this, Our 
excellent Chief Rabbi with a vicw to prevent disunion, 
has most pradently and wisely not disallowed what a 
certain section of his flock seemed to consider ameliora 
tions, and therefore to adopt at the new places of wor- 
ship at the West End of London with scarcely a dissen- 
tient voice amongst them. 
In these days, when everything, including even 


‘the hour of commencing service, is made a mat- 


ter of convenience by all classes of society, we 
must not be surprised at the restless spirit for change 
now exhibited, asit emanates from the personal incon- 
venience attendant on old forms in certain localities. 
There cannot be a question that what is fitted for the 
West End is not so for the City ; and I must own that, 
with a few unimportant chenges in the latter district as 
regards the form of service and the hour of its com- 
mencement, I much prefer it to the former, even with 
some giaring imperfections, and besides it suits better 
the habits and customs of the Hast End of London, 
Religious confirmation, before being cailed to the Law 
on Bar Mitsva or 13 for boys and same age for girls, 
should only be sanctioned in deference to the unanimous 
wishes of the seatholders of each Synagogue, and not 
be compulsory in all, as it is a novelty in England, and 
a certain clique seem disposed to thrust it into fashion, 
Much may be said pro and con. I reserve my opinion

There ought to be some limit to Ascabot on 
the death of an important personage, whether ce- 
lebrated for piety, wealth, or for being an official, 
whose only virtue, perhaps, consisted in being allied 
to influential families.

ANCIENT BIBLICAL CHRONOGRAMS. 
(Concluded from our last.) 


I shall now proceed to notice the objections that have been 
made against my chronograms, whether in principle or in matter 
of detail. 

Obj. 1.—Want of proof “that the Hebrews used the 
“ letters for numerals before the time of Christ,’ is alleged by 
a learned Orientalist, Mr, Robert Young of Edinburgh, as a 
reason for doubting the principle of my chronograms. This 
objection may be overcome by reference to two facts :—(1.) 
It is a fact that the Hebrews have not used any indications of 
numbers (except by written words) other than their own 
alphabetic characters ; a8 appears by the testimony of all au- 
thors who have treated from ancient writing and ancient arith- 
metical notation, and by all Hebrew MSS. and monuments 
that I have seen or heard of, excepting only some ofthe 
figures and operations in a treatise of Arithmetic written in 
1488, in my library, while their ancient Astronomical Table; 
(which also I possess)are expressed in Hebrew numeral leiters 
only. (2.) The Greeks, whose letters are derived from the 
Pheenician, that is, the Hebrew writing, notoriously used 
alphabetic characters for numerals, long before the Christian 
era: witness their coins an3 the Parian Chronicle; and they 
still use them in the same manner, not wholly in the form and 
order of the 24 letters of their alphabet, as settled several 
centuries before the Christian Era, but with the addition of 
three characters which before that Era had fallen into disuse 
as alphabetic characters ; viz. vau, used for 6: koppa, used 
for 90; and sanpi, used for 900. These are undoubtedly the 
Hebrew or Phoenician characters }, 5, and final }*, and they 


represent exactly the same quantities as in Hebrew, excepting 
the middle ene, which hath been displaced in one degree by 
the Greeks, through their early omission of ¥ as an alpha- 
betic character; so that which signifies 100 among the 


Hebrews, means 90 with the Greeks, 

Obj. 2.—The same gentleman arges, as a further objection, 
“that the Hebrew final letters were not known B.c. 270, the 
date of the Septuagint; nor, probably, till after Christ. To 
reckon } in Num. xxvii. 5 as 700, instead of 50, vitiates the 


whole calculation.” But though this assertion seems to carry 
some weight with it, as conjecturally fouvded (1 believe) on 
readings in the Greek translation of the Scriptures, supposed 
to have been occasioned by the junction of words which, if 
they had ended with finals in the Hebrew copy use by those 
translators, might have been clearly distinguished and sepa- 
rated; yet, in fact, the assertion is but a mere hypothesis, 
founded on an excessive estimate of the accuracy of reading 
and rendering used by the Greek translators, and is insuffi- 
cient to lead to so bold a denial, The absence of finals, in 
Samaritan writing, might afford a more plausible objection 
against their antiquity in Hebrew, ihan Mr. Young alleges. 
But these inferential reasons are overborne by the positive 
testimony of the Greeks. themselves, who received from the 
{ Pheenicians one at least of those finals, before the constitution 
cf their present alphabet; and who retain, to the present day, 
the use of episemon sanpi to signify 900, a character identical 
in shape, name, and numerical power, with the fival tsaddi of 
the Hebrews.

Obj. 4.—One of our learned members pe Frank Parker 
suggests that if the chronogram in Esther (as explained by me 
gives the year 3414 it ought “ to be regarded as a Jewish date,” 
and to be treated on the basis of Jewish chronology. He then 
shows that, according to Rabbi Ganz, the year 3414 is equiva- 
lent to “the 9th of Darius——the 24th year from the acces. 
sion of Cyrus;” whereas, by my use of Blair's Tables,I have 
made its equivalent “ —the 212th year from the accessjon 
of Cyrus.” To this I answer, that in order to make out the 
commonly received quantity of their Era, as from the Creation 
the Jewish chronologers have curtailed the post-biblical period, 
and otherwise adjusted their computation of years to fit their 
traditional quantity of 3760 years preceding the Christian 
Era. But the historical evidence, which we moderns derive 
from sources unknown to, or unused by, Jewish chronologers, 
enables us to fill up the interval between ancient Hebrew time 
and Christian time with greater accuracy: thus our “Connec- 
tion of Sacred and Profane History” becomes, or is capable 
of being made, historically, chronologically and mathematically 
exact. The case in question is one in which the chronogram 
affords new and independent evidence of time, when treateJ (as 
I believe I have treated it) upon strictly Jewish principles ; and 
it reconciles the latest portion cf sacred history (that of Queen 
Esther, with all the requirements of circumstances, both 
positive aud negative, in a manner unknown to Jewish chrono- 
logers, through the failure of tradition to explain the majus- 
cular letters as chronological characters. We must therefore 
be guided by real history end must place the Biblical events 
farther back in antiquity than the Jewish chronologers have 
allowed themselves todo. Inso doing, aided by this very 
chronogram, We obtain a new and unexpected light, which 
clears up the latest, and not the least obscure, portion of Biblical 
time. ; 

Obj. 5 & 6—A correspondent of the “Jewish Chronicle” (which 
had previously given avery fair and friendly notice of the 
recent publication of my paper) professes to throw doubt on 
my scheme, by supposing that it neceesarily involves the 
adoption of the present Jewish Era for the Creation of the 
World, This objection I had already anticipated, at page 17 
of the printed copy, expressly disclaim:ng any more at present 
for that Era than a high degree of antiquity. Secondly, the 
writer objects to the alleged absurdity of making out that a 
book should be dated with reference toan event which did 
not happen uatil long after its author% time, The 
absurdity exists only in the writer's imagination, since I havo 
employed the Christian Era only in the form of a reduced 
date, to make the subject easily intelligible to English readers, 
These last are the only objections that I have seen in print, 
though there is a sweeping censure Cast on the whole scheme 
by a nameless reviewer in the “ Inquirer ” newspaper, who says 
that, “after reading through this paper, Mr. Biack’s views of 
the subject are to us a profound mystery.”’ The intelligence and 
critical acumen of the reviewer may, however, be ascertained 
from another article on the same page, where the reviewer 
gives the following unpointed lines as a specimen of “ gracetul. 
ness of thought and diction :”’—

in the accompanied copy. I first sent it to Sir t 
Phipps, who answered me that he had forwa 
the Home Secretary. Not having heard from 
and was also given to understand that such a memorial 
must pass through the Foreign Secretary, I wrote to 
Earl Russell praying him to present the addrese td_ the 
Queen ; but his lordship declined to interfere. I tien 
wrote to the Prince of Wales, but he also sent Me Word 
that my proper course would be to send it to Sir Charles 
Phipps. There is some authority affirming that the 
address had been read by the Queen, and by her order 
it was that Sir C. Phipps forwarded it to the Home 
Secretary. Let this be as it may, it discouraged me to 
seek further means to press the address into the hand of 
her Majesty. 


I send it now to you, ifit be agreeable, to publish it- 


in your periodical, with the motive that it may stimulate 
the Jewish community or the Jewish Board to make 
some such attempt towards the recovery of the Holy 
Land, either by means of our government or by entering 
into negotiation directly with the Turkish government. 

“I firmly believe the first step towards the recovery of 
that land will be some such like the one embodied in the 
memorial, which seems natural and in accordance with 
ancient prophecy, no matter whether it be accomplished 
by an English queen or any other person. 

Hoping you will not look vpon me as a fanatic, or 
presumptuous, for I assure you that I am far from 
either; but because I truly love Jerasalem and wait for 
the consolation of Israel, therefore have I taus spoken 
or written.

your Majesty has at command godly counsellors and 
wise statesmen, who will deem it as a divine privilege 
both to plan and ‘co-operate ifthey aie so permitted, 
I ventore, however, to state that it is within your Ma- 
jesty’s power avd influence, hailed and supported as 
this movement will be by Europe and America with 
their respective rulers, peaceably to obtain from his 
Majesty the Sultan a séparate and liberal constitution 
for bis subjects, the inhabitants of Palestine ; the pro- 
vioce still to continue under his dominion, bat placed 
under a Jewish pacha or viceroy, with a force of Jewish 


volunteers, sufficient to revive and protect agriculture 


and commerce, and thereby increase the revenue of the 
land.

Mocaport.— Varieties. —We make the following ab- 
stract from a letter from Mogadore, dated June 25th: We 
have had last autumn and early this year large swarms 
of locusts, and their young at present literally cover the 
ground. When they come to maturity they will be a great 
pest, as they destroy everything they settle on mm the shape 
of verdure. The natives eat them, and so do some of the 
Europeans, who have got accustomed to it. I myself have 
partaken of them when they got fat, and I assure you they 
are very nice. The weather is very hot, but as we gene- 
rally have a regular north east wind in Mogadore we do 
not feel it so much as in other towns, The glass averages 
about 70 to 80 in the shade.—Our hospital ia the Jews’ 
Town, under the superintendence ot Dr. Thevenin, is a 
great benefit, and he is very assiduous in his attention to the 
patients. The Jews’ Town is rapidly assuming a very 
different aspect from what it bore formerly. Itis being | 
thoroughly paved and drained, and, from being one of the 
filthiést spots and the hotbed of disease, it is becoming a 
clean, and I hope healthy, locality. It was high time, for 
owing to the dense population in that part of the town it 
was becoming a receptaclefor disease every year. These 
improvements are principally owing to the European 
portion of the community of this place; and I am happy 
to say that the condition of the Jews has greatly improved 
since the visit of Sir Moses Montefiore, and that they are 
treated much better and have greater privileges than 
heretofore. There are now and then a few isolated cases 
of injustice, but that must’ be expected now and then; but 
altogether the condition of the Jews has greatly improved.”
